MAM sees a revolution occurring in the United 
States only ghrough the active organized commitment to 
socialism of the great majority of working people, NAM 
believes that because the United States is the most highly 
indxistrializcd nation and the leader of the world irrperialist 
system, adiievement of socialism here will have a different 
meaning than earlier socialist revolutions, and because of

b. Upon request of a chapter being considered for suspension for reasons other than 
zion-poymcnt of dues, the NIC shall provide travel funds to and .from its meeting for no 
more than two members of the chapter in question. 

5. Ary chapter in arrears nl more than Ihtec national dues payments shall be automati- 
cally suspended and sliall aulomarically be re-chariered when dues ore paid from the date 
of first arrears to the dale of re-charlering.

Partly 
for these reasons, but also because we 
wanted lo use the campaign to begin* 
presenting a comprehciir-ive socialist 
perspective to tlie people of San 
FiatK'jscu. w'c decided to publish a 
newspjipcr as uur main campaign litera- 
lure. l^eaflets might have been more 
elleciive for publicizing single issues or 
the candidjics" names, but could not 
give an overall view of our poHtici. 

. And since we saw.4iie election ai a 
means of organizing a long term move- 
ment, it was tinpuriaiu to utilize it as 
a means uf starting a permanent publi- 
catian. f 

TJie newspaper has been an unquahl 
fled su^ess. We printed and distributejf 
20.000 copies of the first issue (dated 
October I hand ISDOO of the second 
<dated Nov. I ). Both issues reflected 
llic programmatic work we had done, 
but the ftrsi was more limited to the 
ptatfonn and related materials. The 
second issue had a much wider range 
‘of articles, many written by (or with 
the help of) people outside the coaiitiun. 

The paper's name was a problem 
because we wanted something ihat 
would liave broad appeal and at the 
Same lime that w'oulJ help us polui* 
cally. COMMON SENSE was a stroke - 
of genius. People love it, and since wc 
are Irj ing to siiow that socialism is 
Ihe Oiily thing that makes sense today, 
the >c ^ political plus.

The newspaper did not 
feature the clcclkin, in lawt, you iiad to 
read it carclully lo figure oui that we 
had tiuec candidates and what tiicir 
names were. Our posters were an artistic 
success, but it took a magnifying glass 
. ind some cffori to divine that they 
advertised the Supervisorial election and 
Hudiburgh, Siiioncn, and Webb. W'orse, 
host of our efforts were for the Social- 
it Coalition, but on the ballot only the 
lames and occupations appeared. Our 
Candidates listed their occupations 
teacher, printer, railrrud worker. The • 
Socialist Workers Party was sniartec. 

They listed their occupations as **So- 
cialisi Worker** all five of them. 

Despite all of ihi$^ tnir high vote was 
5500 (about 4./ ) for Kayren Hudiburgli.
